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Lower pay 
as cabinet 
agrees to 
shake-up 

MORE than 1,000 Dudley 
Council workers face a pay 
cut after a shake-up of the 
authority’s workforce was 
rubber-stamped. 

The council was required 
to draw up the single status 
agreement to iron out pay 
inequalities. Unions Unite, 
GMB and Unison signed a 
collective agreement accept¬ 
ing the council’s proposals 
on the eve of a special cabi¬ 
net meeting this week. 

Under the agreement 
around 1,300 council staff, 
14 per cent of the workforce, 
will receive lower pay. 

Around 41 per cent of staff 
will keep the same basic pay 
and 45 per cent will see an 
increase in their salary. 

Work will now begin to 
bring the agreement into 
effect from April 1. Staff will 
get the chance to appeal 
against the changes with 
timescales being drawn up. 

Cabinet members said 
they were pleased all three 
unions had agreed to the 
proposals and believed it 
was a unique achievement. 

Council leader Councillor 
Les Jones said some staff 
would inevitably be affected, 
adding: “We have done 
everything we can but there 
was nothing we could do to 
help them. I do not want this 
to go unrecognised.” 

GMB organiser Moha¬ 
mmed Khalik said the agree¬ 
ment had been reached after 
lengthy talks between the 
unions and the council. 

Mosaic gets 
preserved 

A MOSAIC coat of arms has 
lifted from the floor of a 
Stourbridge shopping centre 
- to make sure it is preserved 
as a £50 million superstore is 
developed. 

The design, on the floor of 
the main entrance to the 
Crown Centre, shows the 
coat of arms of the old Stour¬ 
bridge borough. 

The Crown Centre is to be 
demolished to make way for 
a Tesco superstore and 
revamped shops. Tesco said 
the coat of arms will feature 
in the new shopping mall. 


SUCCESS IN SIGHT ON

A CAMPAIGN by Dudley MPs for new laws to ban cash 
payments for metal to stamp out theft is closer to suc¬ 
cess. Unlimited fines for trading in stolen scrap and a ban 
on paying cash for metal is to be incorporated into a new 
law on legal aid. 

Metal theft is believed to cost the economy £770 million a year with church roofs, rail¬ 
ways, manhole covers, schools, hospitals and ever war memorials being plundered by 


Holden's is 
brewing up 
expansion 

THE BOSS of Holden’s Brewery said a 
boom in demand for real ales has led to plans 
to expand its Woodsetton home so it will 
produce an extra 25,000 pints a week. 

Managing director Jonathan Holden said 
the plans were likely to create new jobs. 

An extension will be built to the rear of 
the brewery in George Street to allow the 
installation of extra fermentation tanks to 
increase the production of ale from 50,000 
pints a week to 75,000. 

Mr Holden said: “There has been a resur¬ 
gence in the popularity of ales in recent time 
and this has been a massive benefit to us. 

“Last year was a good year for us and this 
year has every indication of being the same. 
This expansion is necessary for us to build 
on the business. 

“There is still a lot of work to be done but 
it is all very positive and we are looking for¬ 
ward to getting these plans up and running 
over the course of the year.” 

The brewery, which dates back to 1915, is 
expecting permission to be given for the 
extension by council planners within the 
next month and aims to begin work by 
Easter. 

It hopes to have the expanded facility up 
and running by October or November this 
year, representing “thousands of pounds 
investment”. 

Work has also been completed on a new 
bottle store at the brewery, with the con¬ 
struction of new offices. 


thieves who sell their haul for scrap. 

Thousands of pounds of damage can be 
caused in order to obtain metal with a 
small value. 

Last week a £15,000 scheme to replace 
stolen play equipment at Leasowes Park 
in Halesowen was completed after thieves 
took vital parts of the equipment, which 
left them useless. 

Sandwell Council is going to replace its 
metal manhole covers with cheaper plas¬ 
tic ones after a series of thefts. There were 
300 covers taken in two months. 

If dealers pay in cash it means there is 
no way of tracing the people who supply 
the metal. 

MPs from all parties have been calling 
for new laws to ban cash transactions. 

Last week a private member’s bill was 
voted down in the House of Commons, 
prompting Dudley North Labour MP Ian 
Austin and Dudley South Tory MP Chris 
Kelly to vow to continue to fight for 
changes. 

Implemented 

However, it was revealed this week that 
a ban on cash trading will be implemented 
by a new clause in the Legal Aid Bill, 
which is currently before MPs. 

The Government is also prepared to 
scrap the £1,000 limit on fines by April. 

Mr Austin said: “Metal theft cost the 
West Midlands £27m last year. Busi¬ 
nesses are being hurt and ordinary people 
too. 

“Home owners are facing power cuts, 
commuters facing delays and churches 
and schools being forced to close. Sicken- 
ingly, war memorials are even being tar¬ 
geted.” 

However, the planned changes in the 
law do not go as far as the measures pro¬ 
posed by Graham Jones, the Labour MP 
for Hyndburn. 

He called for anyone selling scrap metal 
to provide proof of identity.

Jobs lost 
as family 
engineers 
collapses 

HISTORIC Dudley engi¬ 
neering firm Griffin Bros 
has collapsed with the loss of 
more than a dozen jobs, 
bringing more than a cen¬ 
tury of Black Country crafts¬ 
manship from the company 
to an end. 

The firm, which dates 
back to 1898 and was run by 
the fifth generation of the 
Griffin family, is now in the 
hands of administrators 
from corporate recovery 
firm Begbies Traynor. 

However, the news comes 
as the revival of Dudley’s 
former town centre market 
hall promises to create 35 
new jobs with a new branch 
of 99p Stores. 

Administrators were 
called in when the directors 
at Griffin Bros decided to 
stop trading, making the 
entire 13-strong workforce 
redundant. 

Based in Wellington Road, 
the company had a turnover 
of between £600,000 and 
£700,000 from making pails, 
kegs, drums, bins and con¬ 
tainers for industry. 

Administrator Adrian 
Graham said Griffin Bros 
had been hit by the difficult 
economic climate. “There 
was a downturn in the level 
of business, squeezed mar¬ 
gins and rising debts.” 

Meanwhile bosses at 99p 
Stores are to create jobs in 
the town when they open 
their store in the old 
Spencers Market premises 
in High Street, which have 
been empty since July. 

130 drivers 
are stopped 

MORE than 130 motorists 
have been caught driving 
cars with illegal tinted win¬ 
dows during a four-month 
police crackdown in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Officers at the town’s 
police station have been 
stopping drivers in the town 
following complaints about 
motorists who are flouting 
the law. Sgt Martin Hall, 
from Halesowen Police, said 
cars with tinted windows 
can be linked to crime and 
anti-social behaviour. 
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Virgin staff to leave The Waterfront 


VIRGIN Media is to move 342 staff 
from offices at Brierley Hill to a 
regional headquarters in Birming¬ 
ham. 

Office staff, including sales and 
business planning teams, will leave 
the company’s base at The Water¬ 
front by the end of the year. 

Brierley Hill ward councillor 
Zafar Islam described the news as a 
“sad blow” for the town. 

Workers at the offices in Cable 


Plaza were told last week about the 
proposals to “centralise” staff at 
Eagle Court, Coventry Road,. 

The cable TV phone and broad¬ 
band business’ technical operation 
and teams that manage network 
operations will remain at Brierley 
Hill with staff retained there to 
maintain it. Offices at Redditch, 
where 20 staff are employed, will 
also close. 

Maurice Daw, Virgin Media’s 


executive director for access, said no 
job reduction was planned and they 
wanted to retain skilled staff in the 
region. 

Staff facing significant extra 
travel costs because of the relocation 
will be paid a travel allowance as 
compensation for up to three years. 

Mr Daw said the intention was to 
centralise a number of offices in the 
West Midlands region to create a 
new centre of excellence for cus¬ 


tomer service and regional opera¬ 
tions in the area. 

“The proposals are designed to 
help improve efficiency and collabo¬ 
ration, with teams also benefitting 
from a significantly enhanced 
working environment,” he added. 

But Councillor Islam said: “This 
is a sad blow for both Brierley Hill 
and the rest of the borough. It is very 
worrying as well. We do not want 
any more to follow.” 


I fought with machete 
attacker, says tourist

A HOLIDAYMAKER from Dudley has told how 
he fought off a machete-wielding attacker after 
violence erupted in the Tenerife bar where he 
was drinking and a woman was injured. 

She was left with injuries 
to her ear, while her 
husband’s face was cut and 
another woman’s finger was 
injured in the trouble in the 
Malibu Park resort in San 
Eugenio Alto, Adeje. 

Father-of-two Paul Matt¬ 
hews leaped into action 
without a “second thought”. 

Despite the 62-year-old 
having a machete in one 
hand and a knife in the 
other, Mr Matthews, aged 
43, grabbed his wrists and 
wrestled him to the ground. 

The former car salesman 
said the man had been 
drinking in the Next Door 
Bar and started rowing with 
other revellers. 

He is thought to have left 
the bar to fetch the weapons. 

Mr Matthews, of Kings- 
winford, said he slammed 
the man’s arms on the floor 
until he dropped the weap¬ 
ons and then dragged him 
outside. He escaped and was 
later arrested. 

Chopped 

Mr Matthews, who was 
not injured, had been 
outside having a cigarette. 

“I came back inside I 
heard screaming,” he said. 

“The first thing I see is a 
woman looking like her 
finger has been chopped off 
and another woman with 
part of her ear ripped off, 
while a man’s face had been 
hit with a machete. 

“It was absolute bedlam.” 
Mr Matthews added: “I 
didn’t give it a second 
thought but I’m sure that if 
I hadn’t stopped him he 
would have gone on the 
rampage until someone was 
dead.” 

But he insists he was just 
following his instinct when 
it happened last Monday. 

Mr Matthews, returned 
home on Friday. 


£10,000 to 
help convict 
Betty's killer 

A £10,000 reward has been 
offered for information 
leading to the killer of a 
retired teacher who was 
stabbed and beaten at her 
secluded Bewdley cottage. 
The reward is being offered 
by Crimestoppers. 

Betty Yates, aged 77, died 
after being beaten with her 
walking stick and stabbed in 
the neck. 

Police have said they are 
not ruling out the possibility 
Mrs Yates knew her killer as 
there was little sign the iso¬ 
lated £300,000 cottage had 
been broken into. 

When officers found Mrs 
Yates’ body at 9am on 
January 4 the doors of her 
cottage in Dowles Road had 
been locked and the blinds 
had been drawn.

JUST 10 days ago, the Whitehouse family 
home was a DIY disaster area - with roof 
beams and brickwork exposed in an unfin- 
shed extension and no money left to sort it. 

But now, following a transformation cour¬ 
tesy of television show DIY SOS, the exten¬ 
sion has been completed, the interior has 
been spruced up and the garden turned into 
a tranquil oasis. 

Nick Knowles and his team from the BBC 
programme were challenged with revamp¬ 
ing the family’s unfinished, cramped three- 
bedroom house, in Park Road, Lower 
Gornal, Dudley. 

Parents Joanne and Wayne Whitehouse 
wanted new bedrooms in an extension for 
their children but had struggled to finish the 
job. The children suffer from varying forms 
of Fragile X Syndrome which can lead to 
learning difficulties and physical disabilities 
and need space to be able to live in comfort. 


Friends, family and neighbours gathered 
outside the house, in Park Road, last week 
as the makeover was revealed for the 
cameras. 

Children Katie, 22, Ginny, nine, and 
seven-year-old Jack also saw their new bed¬ 
rooms for the first time as Knowles took the 
family on a guided tour of their new-look 
home. 

After remortgaging the home, the money 
dried up, so Mrs Whitehouse, aged 40, 
decided to send out an SOS to the building 
team from one of her favourite shows to help 
them. 

Nick Knowles said: “We are proud of the 
programme and people say it is an amazing 
thing that we do but all we are is a catalyst 
to make it all happen. 

“Essentially this is about local tradesmen 
who have helped out a local family,” he 
added.

Boycott threat over parking fees increase 


CAR parking charges at Baggeridge 
Country Park have been increased by 78 per 
cent, sparking fury among walkers and fears 
for the future of a tea shop. 

Users have threatened to boycott the 
beauty spot, near Sedgley. 

South Staffordshire Council has put up 
the cost of a day’s parking from £1.40 to 
£2.50. An hour’s parking rate has been 
introduced, costing £1.50. But, at nearby 
Himley Hall parking remains at 80p for two 
hours or £1.10 all day. 

Winifred Bickley, aged 71, of Whitehall 
Road, Penn, Wolverhampton, of the 30- 
strong Baggeridge Walkers, said: “We are 


furious.’’Dave Daly, aged 41, and his wife, 
Julie, 42, who run the Baggeridge Tea Shop, 
are worried about the future of their busi¬ 
ness, which employs four people. 

Mr Daly said: “I understand the charge 
needs to go up - but this is a drastic price 
increase.There will be an effect on our 
trade.” 

Brian Dunn, aged 74, of Denleigh Road, 
High Acres, Kingswinford, who walks 
several times a week, said the rise was “dis¬ 
gusting”. 

Sandra Browning, 61, of Buttons Farm 
Road, Penn, said: “We might move now to 
Wombourne or Himley for our walks.” 


Gillian Jones, aged 72, of Peterdale Drive, 
Penn, added: “We like the walk here and 
come into the tea shop by the car park for a 
cup of coffee afterwards, where they always 
provide us with a plate of biscuits. But we 
won’t be able to afford this any more.” 

South Staffordshire Council defended its 
decision to increase parking charges at the 
beauty spot and blamed the hikes on “tough 
times”. 

Leisure boss Tony Ward said: “We get 
more than 145,000 visitors a year to the 
park but, financially, times are tough. 

“But we still think it represents good 
value for what is an excellent facility. Visi¬ 


tors also have the option to buy a six-month 
or 12-month pass up front. If they buy a six- 
month pass it only works out at about 70p a 
week.” 

Parking machines are due to be installed 
at the park in the coming weeks. A notice at 
the Baggeridge car park reads: “In the 
current economic climate we have to 
increase the money we take in order to 
maintain the park. Whilst this may seem a 
large increase to some, it is still cheaper 
than parking in Wolverhampton (and a 
much nicer place to be). 

“The seasonal parking passes will remain 
at the same price for the time being.”

Gurcharan Singh Bedi, 
aged 69, from Brierley Hill, 
organised a fundraising 
campaign in memory of his 
wife Surjeet Kaur Bedi. 

Cancer Support Dudley, 
based at the White House, 
and Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Hospice will each 
receive £729 thanks to his 
efforts. Mrs Bedi died in 
2008 after a battle with 
breast cancer and every year 
since her death Mr Bedi has 
organised fundraising 
charity events. 

This year, the grandfather 
raised the total of £1,458 
through selling raffle tickets 
and donations. 

Mrs Bedi was a regular 
visitor to the White House, 
in Ednam Road, and her 
husband said he wanted to 
give something back to the 
centre for all the support she 
received. 

White House centre 
manager, Chris Barron, said 
the charity was very grateful 
for the kind donation. 

“The money Mr Bedi has 
raised will go to help cancer 
patients and their families 
within the Dudley borough,” 
he said. 


More than 500 people 
backed plans for the cross¬ 
ing on the A456 dual car¬ 
riageway in Hayley Green 
during a recent public con¬ 
sultation into the proposals.

The road was dubbed the 
second most dangerous in 
Britain when it featured in 
an ITV documentary earlier 
that year. A survey found 
more than 10,500 drivers 
breaking the speed limit. 

Families who cross it 
every day to reach Lutley 
Primary School say they are 
risking their lives. 

Fresh fears were raised 
last year after a 91-year-old 
man was hit by a car, suffer¬ 
ing a broken arm. 

The signal-controlled ped¬ 
estrian crossing will be stag¬ 
gered across both carr¬ 
iageways near the junction 
with Hayley Park Road. 

Thousands of signatures 
demanding action had been 
collected over the past 
decade. 

Councillor Ken Turner, 
who led the campaign, said: 
“After being told numerous 
times that we were never 
going to get a crossing, we 
are absolutely delighted.”

Birmingham bought a post¬ 
card on ebay showing 
workmen from W Baster¬ 
field, of Kinver, building the 
lychgate in 1922. 

Although he did not at 
first know where the 
archway in the picture was, 
he managed to identify it 
through studying photo¬ 
graphs of Kinver and St 
Peter’s Church. 

He popped to the lych gate 
and found the evidence in a 
plaque, erected in memory 
of local surgeon John Percy 
Holyoake, who died in 1917, 
which says that the struc¬ 
ture was erected voluntarily 
by W. Basterfield following 
subscriptions to the cost of 
materials by parishioners. 

He then discovered the 
grave of Walter Basterfield, 


Walter had died on Febru¬ 
ary 10 1942, aged 62, and his 
wife, Emily on March 5 
1950, aged 70. 

“What particularly 

appeals to me about the 
postcard is the beauty of it 
and the dress and tools of the 
workmen,” said Steve, of 
High Street, Wollaston. 

He is one of several 
members of the extended 
Basterfield clan who have 
been researching their roots 
and have put together a 
family tree going back to the 
1820s. 

“It’s a well-known Hale¬ 
sowen name and there are 
five or six different groups of 
the family, who were mainly 
builders and nailers,” said 
Steve, a father-of-three and 
a grandfather.

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Fundraising campaigners have 
a target for reopening church 


A CHURCH in Dudley which closed 10 
years ago due to safety fears could 
reopen by the end of the year, accord¬ 
ing to campaigners who have re¬ 
launched fundraising efforts. 

The St John’s Church Preservation 
Group wants to take over responsibility for 
the building in Kates Hill to enable restora¬ 
tion work. 

It aims to restore the building with the 
minimum of alteration and to place a cafe bar 
and meeting rooms in the undeveloped under¬ 
croft of the church. 

The building will be used for worship and 
general community use. The plans were drawn 


up following a feasibility study and consulta¬ 
tion held in the autumn. Now the group is 
aiming to raise thousands of pounds to prove 
to the Church Commissioners that it can 
afford the upkeep and refurbishment of the 
building. 

Group chairman Deb Brownlee said sup¬ 
porters were planning to increase fundraising 
efforts.They had almost ground to a halt while 
they worked on the feasibility study. 

Preservation 

She said the group would also be applying 
for grants to fund the preservation work. 

It is expected to cost around £5,000 to 
reopen the building but more money would be 
needed to fund further restoration. Mrs 


Brownlee said: “Now we have a clear direction 
again we are firing things back up and we 
appeal to all our supporters to get back behind 
us. “If we get this right we could see St John’s 
reopened before the end of the year.” 

Historian Professor Carl Chinn, who is the 
preservation group’s patron, is backing the 
fundraising appeal. 

He said: “This plan will involve no substan¬ 
tial alteration to the Grade II listed building. 

“Now the group needs to start fundraising 
again more than ever .” 

The group will update members on the cam¬ 
paign this month. It will discuss the proposals 
further at a meeting at the Quality Hotel in 
Birmingham Road on January 30 at 7pm 


Traders fury as works 
are‘crippling theirtrade’ 


TRADERS in Dudley claim roadworks 
through the town centre were crippling 
businesses. Cynthia Burgin said trade in 
Wolverhampton Street has slumped 
because the road has been closed on and off 
over the past four months. 

Staff at the nearby Murco petrol station 
said they have had fewer customers since 
work began. Grandmother Mrs Burgin 
whose family have run Burgins News since 
1868, relies on passing trade and said many 
of her customers have struggled to get to her 
shop. 

Wolverhampton Street was shut to traffic 
between September 29 and December 4. But 
Mrs Burgin said the shop had already suf¬ 
fered when nearby Stafford Street was 
closed for a month. The latest spell of work 
in Wolverhampton Street began on January 
9 and will run until February 5 and has seen 
the road close just at weekends. 

Mrs Burgin, aged 80, said: “It has been a 


nightmare. We rely on traffic coming 
through and giving us passing trade. It’s the 
backbone of our trade but we’ve seen a huge 
drop in customer numbers since these road¬ 
works began. 

“If people can’t get down the road they go 
somewhere else. We’re the only newsagent 
in this area so we used to get a lot of people 
popping in for a newspaper or sweets. The 
shop has survived two world wars but it is 
struggling to survive this.” 

Safeed Enwer, 32, who runs the Murco 
petrol station in Wolverhampton Street, 
said: “It is really affecting our business. 

“We are not getting the amount of cus¬ 
tomers we used to because people can’t get 
down the street so they are not stopping 
here.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Chris Howes 
said work by different companies was taking 
place at the same time so roads were closed 
for the shortest amount of time possible.

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Archives work 
is to start soon 


WORK on a long-awaited 
£6million archives centre in 
Dudley will get under way in 
March . 

Plans for the base, which will be built on 
the site of the former Royal Brierley Crystal 
factory in Tipton Road, are being finalised 
before contractors move on site. 

Revised designs have been submitted to 
council planners ahead of work starting on 
the building, which will stand a short dis¬ 
tance from the Black Country Living 
Museum. 

Bosses hope the centre, which will house 
Dudley’s archives dating back to the 12th 
century, will be completed by summer 2013. 

The building will also have a local history 
library, a conservation studio, and education 
facilities such as a lecture theatre and con¬ 
ference rooms. 

It will also be used to store documents for 


neighbouring Sandwell Council. The 
authority will rent out a space but not con¬ 
tribute to the costs. 

Dudley’s cabinet member for libraries 
and archives, Councillor Adrian Turner, 
said: “Work to build the new archives centre 
is planned to start in March. 

The resubmission of a planning applica¬ 
tion relates to minor alterations to the 
scheme, including the proposed new build¬ 
ing being built 3.5 metres to the south of the 
original application. 

Alterations 

This will allow some raising of ground 
levels and will help with the construction of 
foundations.” 

The site was the home of the Royal Brier- 
ley Crystal factory which has now been 
demolished. The archives are currently 
based at the former Mount Pleasant School, 
Coseley, which would be redeveloped for 
housing.

Row settled over shop's 
plan for 1.30am trading 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to allow 
a convenience store at a former 
pub in Halesowen to open until 
1.30am have been dropped after 
complaints from townsfolk. 

The proposal had caused concern among 
people living nearby who fear it could cause 
disruption. The Woodman pub, in Broms- 
grove Road, has had various name changes 
in recent years and has just opened as a 
Simply Fresh shop. It can serve alcohol 
until 11.30pm, but applied to sell food until 
1.30am, Thursday to Saturday. 

But now those plans have been scrapped 
and the shop will close at midnight. The 
owners have now said it was “unlikely” they 
would have stayed open until 1.30am, even 
if they had been given permission. 

The late night refreshment licence will 
run from 11pm to 12am, seven days a week. 

Customers 

A previous application to turn the whole 
building into a hot food takeaway was 
rejected by Dudley Council amid concerns 
over noise from customers and vehicles. 
More than 30 residents objected. 

Neighbour George Gould, aged 48, said: 
“In my opinion these plans were a non¬ 
starter anyway, but I did fear there would be 
an increase in noise and disruption. I am 
glad the plans have been withdrawn and the 
store can go on with its business now. 

“I have no problem with it being there, 
and it’s better than the old pub.” 

The shop, which sells groceries and news¬ 
papers, opened before Christmas. 

Sarj Singh, co-owner of the store, said: 
“We came to a compromise and a gentleman 
who had concerns over noise and disruption 
withdrew his objections. The issue has been 
resolved now.”

The days when Bert shone 
light on Hippodrome start 


BERT Walker put Holly¬ 
wood stars, quite literally, in 
the spotlight when they 
graced the stage of one of 
the Midland’s most popular 
theatres. 

The Black Country lad rubbed 
shoulders with some of the greats 
from the world of entertainment 
when he worked at Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome. Bert was just a teenager 
when he landed his much-loved job 
as a lighting technician. 

And now, following his death at 
the age of 81, his sister Veronica has 
opened up his treasured photograph 
album which reveal his collection of 
memories from the world of 
showbiz. 

Personalised signed photographs 
and beloved pictures taken by his 
colleagues feature in the album, 
which Bert handed over to his sister 
before he died last month. 

“He never forgot his time at the 
Dudley Hippodrome as he’d 
absolutely loved his life there,” says 
the grandmother-of-one who lives in 



Bearwood. Bert grew up on Dudley’s 
Wrens Nest estate, attending Wrens 
Nest Primary School and the former 
Park School. 

The Hippodrome opened on 
December 19, 1938, as a twice- 
nightly theatre. It regularly 
attracted packed houses for plays, 
variety shows, musicals and pantos 
starring such acts as Harry Secombe 
and The Eric Winstone Band. 

In 1945, when he was still a 
teenager, Bert started work in the 
theatre’s ‘spotbox’. The role 
involved managing the spotlight as 
it followed performers on stage. 

For starstruck Bert, each show 
brought another celebrity per¬ 
former to the theatre during its 
1940s heyday. 

One show he would be working for 
legendary comedian Bob Hope, next 
it would be lighting the piano for 


Chico Marx. Judy Garland had been 
one of his favourites despite her 
young age, describing her as “a 
sweet kid”. 

Singer Tessie O’Shea was also one 
of his highlights as was Bing Crosby, 
who had been “very friendly” to all 
the staff. Dozens of signed photo¬ 
graphs were collected by Bert as 
stars thanked him for his work on 
their shows. 

By 1949 Bert had begun dreaming 
of the bright lights of Hollywood 
lighting stage shows and motion pic¬ 
tures. He moved to America in 1952 
but after he married he gave up on 
those dreams. 

The writing was on the wall for 
the Dudley Hippodrome not long 
after. The growing popularity of tel¬ 
evision and films was blamed for the 
slow decline in attendances and it 
finally closed in 1964. 

After a number of entertainment 
venture,rGala converted it in 1992 
into a bingo hall, which it remained 
September 2009. 

It now stands boarded up with its 
future unclear.

W INTER is well and truly 
here, but don’t sit around 
getting cold - get up and 
get moving, and improve your 
home at the same time. 

Here’s are some ways to get the DIY 
done, keep warm and of course then 
save on the heating bills - an all round 
winning situation. 

• Strip wallpaper. An electric wall¬ 
paper stripper is like a big kettle and 
creates lots of steam, so it’s a great 
way to get warm. Moving the scraper 
up and down will help, too, especially 


if the wallpaper is hard to remove. 

• Paint your walls. Similarly, moving 
your paint roller up and down can keep 
you warm. If you want to paint after 
dark, use powerful work lights so you 
can see what you’re doing - they give 
off a surprising amount of heat. 

• Paint your woodwork. Using 
quick-drying wood and metal paint is 
a good idea at any time of year, but 
especially in winter. Freezing tempera¬ 
tures will slow down the drying 
process, though, so train a fan heater 
on your freshly-painted woodwork to 
speed things up and make you toasty.

SHOULD you be capti¬ 
vated by the sculpted 
lines of Kia’s new big 
saloon you ought to 
find the buying 
process pleasantly 
simple. 

For starters, there’s just one 


on offer - a 


modest diesel - and one body 
shape - a saloon, with no talk of 
hatch or estate on the horizon. 

So you’ll just have to concen¬ 
trate on colour and fittings and 
perhaps go for the auto over a con¬ 
ventional gearchange. 

And that’s it, although you 
might not want to hang around. 
Kia has only modest sales targets 
for the Optima and might be sur- 

■- prised at the inter- 

this 
)me 


machine generates. 

It’s a big car, longer even than 
Ford’s Galaxy and to my eyes a 
much more handsome design, a 
shape overseen by the man who 
spent some years drawing new 
Audis for a living before being 
tempted away to inject style into 
Kias from Korea. 

The Optima marks the comple¬ 
tion of part one of the project that 
has seen eight new cars in seven 
years and turned Kia from a 
company that sold cars because 
they were cheap to ones that rep¬ 
resent good value - an important 
difference. 

Good value (think 
Marks & Spencer) 
means we’ll pay a 
bit more for 
something that 
looks good; 
making us 
feel better 
and the 
retailer a 
little bit 
better off. 

Most 
Optimas will 
end up as 
company cars 
and aren’t going 


to be upstaged in the company car 
park in a sea of Galaxies and 
Insignias, especially when the 
Kia’s keeper starts describing 
what came as standard with the 
car. 

All Optimas share the same 
engine but come with a choice of 
four grades. The entry level 
Optima 1 (see, I said it was simple) 
costs £19,595 and has the business 
car essentials of air con, electric 
windows, Bluetooth, alloys and 
adjustable lumbar support for the 
driver - along with a huge boot 
easily made bigger still by folding 
the rear seats. 

Next up is the Optima 2 in 
Luxe or Tech guise, each costing 
the same £21,695. Both have 
dual zone air conditioning, 
heated front seats (with 
memory and electric adjust¬ 
ment for the driver), reversing 
sensors and a more easily read 
instrument panel. 

The Luxe then adds part 
leather seats, sunroof, iPod 
cable, big 18 inch alloy wheels 
and a reversing camera. Opt for 
the Tech and you’ll find a 12 
speaker sound system, smaller 
alloys and touch screen satellite 
navigation. 


The Tech looks the bargain 
buy of the range, which is topped 
by the £24,495 Optima 3 which 
adds xenon headlights, full 
leather upholstery . . . even an 
automatic parking system, 
heated rear seats and the ability 
of the hard-pressed driver to cool 
his seat at the push of a button. 

So it looks good (inside and 
out) and comes with lots of kit, 
but how does this promising 
newcomer drive? 

Pretty well is the quick answer. 
The 1.7 litre, 134bhp diesel engine 
is vocal when cold but decently 
subdued once warmed through 
and provides enough performance 
to keep a busy company driver on 
schedule. 

An automatic model was less 
impressive, adding vibrations 
through the floor and keeping 
the revs annoyingly high when 
stopped at the lights and not 
looking worth the £1,500 
charged for dispensing with a 
clutch pedal. 

The manual gearchange 2 
Luxe on test was much more 
refined, with a ride that felt busy 
on bad roads but calmed down at 
a business-like cruise on the 
motorway.

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Bright lights, big city - reflections and oncoming headlights can be a night driving distraction 


Take precautions 
for night driving 


DRIVING in the dark is a 
very different experience 
to driving in the day. 

Speed is more difficult to judge, dis¬ 
tances of other vehicles can be hard to 
calculate when faced with a wall of 
headlights, and you are likely to be 
more tired than usual. 

But this shouldn’t put you off. The 
roads are a lot quieter, and it is a great 
time to make progress. Bearing in 
mind a few points will help make your 
drive as safe and enjoyable as possible. 

Turn on your headlights before sunset 
and keep them on for an hour after 
sunrise so that it’s easier for other 
drivers to see you in twilight. Equally 
important is making sure all your exte¬ 
rior lights are clean and working prop¬ 
erly. 

You should also make sure all your 
windows are clean, inside and out. 
Dirty windows will increase glare from 
other vehicles and are more prone to 
steaming up. Clean, properly posi-

tioned mirrors will reduce dazzle as 
well as blind spots. Turn off the inte¬ 
rior lights and dim the dashboard as 
well, if you can. This will cut down on 
interior reflections. 

Read the road ahead and look out for 
clues that might not be available to you 
usually. While visibility is reduced, 
glimmers of light at the top of hills and 
at bends could be the headlights of 
other vehicles, giving you prior 
warning. And as always, be able to stop 
your vehicle within the distance you 
can see to be clear - at night this will 
probably only be as far as your head¬ 
lights reach, unless there are street 
lights. 

On rural roads, drive on full beam 
whenever possible but dip your lights 


when faced with another road user to 
avoid dazzling them. If a driver 
approaching you fails to dip their own 
headlights, look away to the verge on 
the left-hand side to avoid being 
dazzled yourself. And make the most of 
other people’s lights - use the light 
shed by vehicles ahead or from road¬ 
side lights - not just street lights - to 
help you see further ahead. 

Driving at night, you are likely to be 
more tired than usual, so taking breaks 
is especially important. Stop regularly 
for a rest and park up in a safe place for 
a nap when you need to - no journey is 
worth putting yourself or others in 
danger for. 

To keep drivers safe this winter, the 
IAM has a new website, drivingad- 
vice.org.uk, with traffic updates, 
weather forecasts and tips on how to 
drive safely in winter. 

Tips cover rain, snow, ice, fog and 
wind - everything you can expect in a 
typically unpredictable British winter.

It is a year for which the 
amiable Thomas has been 
preparing after sacrificing 
genomes for gymnastics. 

Not all sportsmen have 10 
GCSEs and an A-level and 
now Thomas is ready to use 
brains and brawn to succeed 
London. 

“I did PE and biology at A- 
level and had to stop biology 
because I didn’t have the 
time,” said the 22-year-old. 

“But it wasn’t until I was 
about 17 I started thinking 
about the Olympics. 

“I’d been competing for 
Great Britain since I was 14 
or 15 but because you’re 
only a junior you don’t really 
think about the Olympics. It 
wasn’t in my mind until I did 
my first Commonwealth 
Games and got the feel for it. 

“Now anything to do with 
the Olympics gives me a 
buzz. I was a guest at the 
Himley Hall fireworks and it 
had a London 2012 theme. 
All the music was geared 
towards inspirational stuff 
and even that meant some¬ 
thing to me. I went past the 
Olympic Stadium and 
village and the hairs on the 
back of my neck stood up. 

“The Olympics is the pin¬ 
nacle of an athlete’s career. 
I don’t want to go and come 
back thinking ‘I should have 
done something different’. I 


want to go and know I’ve 
done everything possible.” 

The team were forced to 
qualify this month after 
missing their chance in the 
World Championships in 
Tokyo in November. They 
came 10th after being 
expected to cruise through 
with the talent of Thomas 
and Louis Smith at their dis¬ 
posal. 

Smith has hogged the 
headlines after his Olympic 
bronze in Beijing - two years 
after his Commonwealth 
gold on the horse in Mel¬ 
bourne - and has become a 
poster boy for London 2012. 

Pressure 

But the laid back Thomas, 
who lives with mum Cather¬ 
ine and dad Peter, is happy to 
stay in the background for 
now. 

He said: “I’m not in it to 
get money out of it or public¬ 
ity. It’s about my gymnastics 
and doing my job. ” 

Smith became the first 
British gymnast to win an 
Olympic medal since the 
1928 women took bronze. 
But despite his success there 
is no pressure on the team, 
he says. 

Thomas name-checked 


the US and China as the 
favourites and insisted that 
a top-five place would repre¬ 
sent a success for Team GB. 
Final selection is at the end 
of June after the British 
Championships - with one 
member of the six-man team 
set for heartbreak as the 
group is cut to five. 

Thomas is competing with 
Smith, Daniel Purvis, Dan 
Keatings, Ruslan Panteley- 
monov and Max Whitlock 
for a place. 

They’re a close-knit group 
and Thomas insisted it will 
be hard to lose a team-mate - 
but is determined it won’t be 
him. 

He said: “We’re all really 
good friends, but the fact 
there’s six of you who have 
done so well to qualify for 
the Olympics and it has to 
dwindle to five is just horri¬ 
ble. 

“I’d never wish anyone to 
mess up or get injured but, 
at the same time, I want to 
be in that team so I have to 
do whatever I can.”
